Saigon (#>—U.S. Air Force 
B52 bombers hit the/Ashau 
Special Forces camp which 
fell to 
North 
Vietnamese 
forces last week, a military 
spokesman announced. 
The strike by the eight en­ 
gine bombers from Guam was 
ordered after intelligence in­ 
dicated that all the Americans 
originally in the camp now 
are accounted for and the 
Vietnamese 
support troops 
who survived a regimental 
assault had been extricated. 
The northern regulars hit 
the camp from all sides and 
smother^ it March 10. Only 
a tremendous effort by heli­ 
copter units saved a majority 
of the men from annihilation. 
Final Crunch 
The Communist troops from 
the north spent the next sev­ 
eral days building new forti­ 
fications which have been 
blasted

by 
American air strikes. 
The BS2s put the final 
crmeh on the area. There 
was no evaluation of results 
and an Ahr Force officer said 
it was reasonable to presume 
the enemy forces had with­ 
drawn, probably across the 
border into Laos. 
Ground action against the 
Viet Cong p r o d u c e d only 
slight contact. The 25th Divi­ 
sion probing about 30 miles 
southwest of Saigon closed out 
Operation Honolulu in which 
U.S. troops chased the Com­ 
munists out of an old strong­ 
hold, killed 49 and captured 
13 Viet Cong.

a nce. 


In addition to p roviding aid to the states 
fo r their safety driver education p rograms 
a nd exp anding federal safety research, the 
mea sure would give the secretary of c o m- 
merce ‘‘authority to determine the necessary 
sa fety p erformance criteria for all vehicles 
a nd their comp onents.” 
The p ublic is as balk y as the automobife 
indusby in ta king safety p recautions. In the 


tragic accident in Lincoln which took the life 
of a young man, the statement of Lt. Dean 
Leitner reveals that a simp le safety measure 
might have saved a life. 
He said the young man p robably would 
not have been seriously injured had he been 
wearing a seat belt. Without any statistics to 
back it up , it p robably can be said that the 
majority of Lincolnit^ drive around the city 
without fastening their seat belts. 
It is a nuisance for short distances a nd 
seems an unnecessary p recaution when driv­ 
ing at the city sp eed limits. It is a common 
sight to see children standing on the 
f r ont 
seats as their p arents drive around the city. 
A sudden stop or an imp act could mean trage­ 
dy. 


Yet all of us p refer to live dangerous­ 
ly than suffer a little inconvenience. Until 
this attitude is changed there wiU continue 
to be death and injury on the streets and 
highways. 
Self-Defea tism in Wa tts 


The country was shak en when there were 
six disastrous days of rioting in the Watts 
area of Los Angeles last August. There has 
been an uneasy calm since then which now 
has been temp orarily brok en. 


This ttra e the city was p rep ared and 
the rietfa g wa s co ntro lled a fter a 
night- 
Beng spree o f v io lence. But two 
p ersons 
were killed, two do zen injured a i^ some 
hnsinesses were burned or lo o ted. This is 
•ne mo re blo w from wUch Wa tts may 
net reco v er. 


There had been considerable effort by 
government, business and some Negro lead­ 
ers to imp lement the McCone rep ort made 
after the first riot. After the second riot John 
McCone said all of these efforts will be futile 
if the Negro community itself does not p ro­ 
duce stronger, more p ositive leadership . 
It is a vicious circle. Desp ite the efforts to 
imp rove conditions Watts remains a hardship 
area. While the unemp loyment rate for non­ 
whites has drop p ed from 12% to 6% na­ 
tionally, in the Watts area the drop was from 
11% to 10%. 
• 
• 
• 
Businesses had been slow to reop en when 
they fo und that insurance and interest rates 
were a lmo st p rohibitive. There had been ne- 
g o tetio ns under way to try to get the insur­ 
a nce comp anies to cut their rates. They were 
a sked to fig ure the odds that it wouldn’t hap - 
pra a g a in. But 
it has hap p ened. Business now 
will be ev en more reluctant to risk cap ital 
to Wa tts. 


Develop ing resp onsible Negro lead­ 
ership when there is great dep th of bit­ 
terness is a monumental task . Los Ange­ 
les must tak e whatever step s necessary 
to p revent mob action, but it must act 
quick ly to remedy some of the causes of 
bitterness before another long hot sum­ 
mer rolls around.

If President de Gaulle were to conclude 
a treaty with the Soviet Union, it would 
arouse considerable susp icion and p roduce a 
lot of uneasiness among Western Europ ean 
countries. Already American p ublic op inion is 
beginning to be reflected in sp eeches in Con­ 
gress dep loring the De Gaulle p olicy as an 
effort to weak en the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. 
Sen. Henry M. Jack son, p redicted that 
‘‘The Atlantic Alliance will endure, no matter 
what De Gaulle does,” and he exp ressed the 
hop e that “sober second thoughts” will p re­ 
vail in France. He added: 
“Our sorrow is for France, as De Gaulle 
wrenches her from the comp any of her 
friends. There will also be anger at such 
mischief. It has all the ap p earance of one 
attemp ting to feather his own nest at the ex­ 
p ense of others. In reality, France is the los­ 
er: as she reneges on her p art in the Atlan­ 
tic Alliance, her own imp ortance as an ally 
diminishes, ^ e has already lost much in re­ 
sp ect and confidence.”

The play itself has won 
enough accolades in the last 
17 years that everyone knows 
it’s great. If there are those 
among us who are unaware 
of the talents of Mr. David­ 
son it is high time they were 
m a k i n g their way to the 
Playhouse and learning the 
score. 
Willy Loman, the sales­ 
man, is a phony, but he isn’t 
a plain, o i^ a ry phony. He’s 
a tragic figure who g o e s 
through life unable to accept 
made 
the fact that he’s never 
it big in the business world, 
and unable to realize that he 
has really made it big as a 
phony. 
Along the way he has 
eroded the characters of his 
two potentially 
successful 
sons by carefnlly nartarlng 
in them, from early boyhood, 
a distinctly pheny set of val­ 
ues. 
In a role complicated by 
instant «‘ups and downs” o t 
dramatic ¡dtch, which de­ 
mands the i^ o s t skill and 
precision, Mr. Davidson does 
a masterful Job. 
In the person of Willy’s 
older son, Biff, another out- 
s t a n d i n g performance is 
forthcoming

Astroturf, has been developed 
as an engineered surface for 
athletic and recreational nse. 
“ It Is material that has been 
painstakingly tested for three 
years to provide, among other 
sports uses, a baseball play­ 
ing surface of ex ceptional dur­ 
ability,” officials said. 
“ The practical advantages 
of Astroturf as a playing sur­ 
face are limitless, since it is 
totally resistant to moisture 
damage or mildew. But the 
most 
important 
considera­ 
tion, if our ex periment in 
Houston meets our ex pecta­ 
tions, is that the caprices of 
weather, ex cessive rain or 
heat, will no longer affect 
the natural 4>ounce and roll 
of a baseball or himler the 
footing of the players. This in­ 
field surface is portable, of 
course, and can be removed 
and put back within a few 
h our s . Astroturf will cov­ 
er 1500 yards of infield and 
trim, in the Astrodome with 
installation beginning in mid­ 
week,” the developer said.
